“WORK OUT” BILLS 

In 1926, the water department 
purchased a 20-acre tract ‘in the 
nortwest part of the citrus dis- 
trict as a site for a well. The 
well was never developed. With 
the coming of 1930 and in the suc- 
ceeding years, when some local 
men had no money to pay their 
water bills, they were given an 
opportunity to “work out” their 
delinquent accounts. The 20-acre 
tract was covered with rocks and 
boulders. By 1933, the property 
had been cleared and the holes for 
trees had been dug. With some of 
the surplus in the water depart- 
ment, lemon trees were purchased. 

Three years later the city coun- 
cil decided to retire from the cit- 
rus growing business—and the 
young grove was sold for $40,000.

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Reminiscing—On One's Birthday 

When a person reaches a certain a we are not sure just 
what that age is, but it was some years ago for this News Quy 
—one is apt to do some reminiscing when various anniversaries 
roll around—especially upon the occasion of his birthday. 

It has been a good many years—just how many we will not

divulge—since we were a boy But there are a great many 
things one remembers about his kid days—and he likes to do 
a little comparing between ‘‘way back when’? and the present. 
We well remember the old two-story house in which we were 
born—back in northeast Missouri on a farm. Ilowever, we 
mever worked much at farming. But that old house was un 
painted—and there was a well on the place with ‘‘an old oaken 
bucket’? method of pulling up the water. 

In those days—some of this reminiscing for the benefit of 
the younger generation, if they read it—there was, we believe, 
no such thing as a modern house as we know them today— 
at least, not in small towns and on farms. Wood was the fuel 
for cooking and for heating the homes—and other buildings. 
The ‘‘young fry’? of today will perhaps never see one of the 
old-time ‘‘fly switehers’’ that was made by means of euttting 
paper—usually a newspaper—into strips and tying them onto 
a stick. At meal time this ‘‘fly switcher’’ was waved back 
and forth to keep the flies off the table—and it was also used 
fo insure freedom from flies during other portions of the day. 

The automobile had never been heard of in those days—and 
of course the airplane was in the ‘‘dim, distant’? future; while, 
of course, the radio is a comparatively new thing when we con- 
sider the years that have passed since we put in our appear- 
ance in this world. There were no paved roads outside the 
larger cities—and we ean well remember that during heavy 
rains the clay mud was so deep it took four horses to pull the 
front running gear of the farm wagon to town, 


The farmers hauled wood to town to sell—and, boy! what 
a fire that green hickory made in the ‘‘heating stove’’ on a eold 
winter day or night. And many was the winter night that this 
News Guy sawed and split wood by the light from a kerosene 
Jamp that was placed on a table in the window—this after 


working ten or twelve hours in a printing office. And when 
we started to work in that little newspaper office we were paid 
the magnificent “‘salary’’ of fifty cents per week—yes, kids. we 
mean ‘‘per week.’’ 

We ean well remember when an old flour mill was rebuilt 


into an electric light plant in our town—and the first night the 
electricity was ‘“‘turned on.’’ Likewise we have a similar re- 
membrance of the installation of a: telephone system—though 
we were ‘‘seared’’ to talk over one of the thines for some time. 

Of course these are not by any means all of the things we 
antiques could tell the younger generation about—‘‘when we 
were young.” It is difficult to conceive that there could be 
as many changes during the next fifty or sixty years as there 
have been during that iength of time through which many of 
us have lived. But no doubt when our children have lived as 
long as we have they will be reminiscing just as we are—over 
the quaint and outmoded conditions that existed when they 
were young.

Jalifornia Big Land Owner 


According to the state controller, the ‘‘biggest landlord”’ in 
this state of California is the state itself. This Golden State 
is said to be the owner of more than 2,000,000 acres of land 
which was once owned by private individuals, and about 100,000 
city lots, both improved and unimproved—all of which real 
estate has reverted to the state for non-payment of taxes. 

In 1937 the state held 226,713 tax deeds—and from 1924 to 
the present the increase has been phenomenal, the graph show- 
ing that in 1930, 50,000 such deeds were held, the number now 
being more than quadrupled. 

Statistical proof now shows this problem to be of major im- 
portance to the remaining taxpayers of California—for the 
story is yet to be completed, since the report covers only such 
lands as were deeded to California prior to 1930 and neither 
redeemed nor sold by 1937. Use your imagination as to the 
tremendous figure it has reached during the last eight depres- 
sion years! 

Speculative promotional activities are~blamed by the Cali- 
fornia State Planning Board, making this report, for the fact 
that more than half of these lands are in the four Southern Cali- 
fornia counties of Los Angeles, San Bernardino, Riverside and 
San Diego. 

Thousands of pieces of tax deeded property, the report re- 
veals, have contributed nothing to the cost of government for 
more than 25 years. Periods of business depression are char- 
acterized by an unusual number of tax deeds; the years during 
and just before the current depression show an enormous in- 
crease. 

Now comes the problem of restoring these lands to their 
best possible use through sale, transfer to public agencies, or 
through definite administration by a state agency. 

The State Planning Board in its report on tax deeded land 
¢oncludes that ‘“‘chronic tax delinquency is a problem of long 
standing in California, although until recently it has not been 
ef major fiscal importance. These facts indicate that there is 
urgent need for a new state poliey regarding tax deeded land.’’

Californians can well be proud of the fact that their state 
university has the largest attendance of any such institution 
in the nation. The University of California has an attendance 
of 24,809 students, of which number 15,633 are at Berkeley and 
9,176 at U. C. L. A. Second in attendance is said to be the 
University of Minnesota with an attendance of 15,418, while 
Columbia is third with very few less.
